hunter, hath alwaies berne a man of honeſt life and connerſatien, and very diligent and watchfull in the place 
vicicunto it pleaſed God to tall him, who foꝛ the ſpace of Twenty peares and vpwards very zealouſly andinduſtri⸗ 
Aly preached the woꝛd of God vnto the people, andp2oucda carefull Paſtoꝛ onerthe Flocke committed to his 
targe, freely foeding them with that Spitituall fode wherewith God had indued him, to their god, and his great

Nut ünte this lamentable accident, whereby her was not able to ſeke foz any relieſe vntill this pzeſent, And now 
em deſtitute of alt Spitituall pzomotion, is no way able to ſuſtaine his poze Wite, and Childꝛen, who liue in great 
Put, and hereafter are like to periſh ſoꝛ want of things neceſſary, vnleſle the charitable beneuolence of our louing

y ſaid Barne, the recoucry of his loſſes, and the reliefe and maintenance of himſelfe, his poꝛe Wile, 
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-----. FE®YEREFDRE wee will and commaund you and euerp of you that at ſuch time and times as the ſayy 
ary Thomſon, oz his Deputy oz Deputies p bearero2 bearershereof,ſhall tome repaire to any your Churches, 
pls, o; other places to aske, and receaue the gratuities and charitablebencuolence of our ſayd Subiecs, 
uy te permit andſuffer them ſo to do, without any manner pour lets oꝛ contradictions. And pou the ſaidParſons, 
Ed Curats, foz the better ſtirring vp of a charitable deuotion, deliberatly to publiſh x declare the Tenoz of 

1 dul Patents vnto our ſaid ſubieas, Erhoꝛting and perſwaving them to extend their liberall contri⸗ 
uns in ſo gad and charitable a decde. Any Statute, Law, D2dinance, 02 pꝛouiſion heretofoze made to the con⸗ 

manp wiſe notwithſtanding.
